The discipline of the school appeared fair and 
the pupils were checjrriiny and were ambitiously porfonnln^ their alloti- 
ted tasks. The character of the inetruction given I judge wgU adapted 
to tho present and prospective needs of tne boys, and highly creditaislo 
to tho JiidRment of the teacher. A strong porsonal attachmont for Mr. 
and Mrs. Kinj; ohorlshed by the boys accompanied by a dosiro to please 
thew makas itself folt for good in tho school room. There is, in conse- 
quence of wear, and from scant supply, a nraod of a few school books, 
of readers and supplementary reading in particular. Ten or fifteen dol- 
lars might be wisely expended to rowdy this lack. The confinement of 
Winter is t-o be dreaded In its effects upon the boys. The irtesomenoss 
of mdorr life should bo relieved as much as possible, and for this 
reason. If no other, t^ere should be no vacation of much length during 
the cold Eoasort. During the busy season on the farm, some intorniptlon 
of v-'Oiit in the school room Is a necessity of the situation. Perhaps 
this Interference with study may bo losaened by holding during such pfr- 
ricds of pressing work but ona session of tho school per day as is the 
practice in Lawrence, Tho changes already made in tho building can aafe 
ly be classed as improvements, but in conmon with you I regret that the 
appropriation m.de early in the year proved insufficient to carry out 
m full the prcpoBcd alterations and enlargement of the building. 
Whllo all things desirable have not been attained this much can safely 
bo said, that the yoar closes under niuch raore favorable clrciimBtances 
than a few months since seemed possible, and for such imprOTemont under 
your Vfise supervision much credit is due to Mr. & Mrs, King as well as 
the faithful teacher Miss Emerson.
